The Notice of Allowability mailed March 29, 2005, requires Applicant to affirm an 
election made in a telephonic restriction requirement; and notes a telephonic interview on March 
14, 2005. Applicant affirms the election of Group 1 with traverse. Group I is drawn to claims 1- 
18 and SEQ ID NOs:4and 6. 

The telephonic interview of March 14, 2005 concerned the cancellation of non-elected 
claims and amendments to claims 1,9, 16 and 17.
